The Northtown Municipal Utility District was created on August 14,1985, by Order of the Texas Water
Commission, predecessor to the Texas Commission on Environmental Quality. The District contains
approximately 1,224 acres, is located northeast of the City of Austin, in Travis County and is generally
bounded by the 1-35 East Service Road to its west and Howard Lane to its south, and abuts portions of
Dessau Road along its eastern boundary. The District has approximately 1,200 water and wastewater
connections. The City provides wholesale water and wastewater service to the District.

The Developer, NWC Howard & 1-35 GP, LLC, has requested that the City seek authorization from the
District to provide permanent retail water and wastewater service to all of Lot 3, Block 3, and Lot 1,
Block 2 of a 243.5-acre tract identified on Exhibit A, that is located in the northeast section of the City's
extraterritorial jurisdiction and full-purpose limits and partially located within the District's boundary.
The proposed development will contain industrial and multi-family development. The City will provide
permanent retail water and wastewater utility service in accordance with its service extension request
policies and City ordinances.

The Developer has also requested that the District seek authorization from the City to provide interim
retail water and wastewater service to a portion of Lot 2, Block 2, and Lot 5, Block 3 of the 243.5 acre
tract identified on Exhibit A, that is located in the northeast section of the City's extraterritorial
jurisdiction and full-purpose limits and located outside of the District's boundary. The proposed
development will contain industrial or single-family, and multi-family development. The District will
provide interim retail water and utility service in accordance with its approved tariff.
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Other than these exceptions, the District will provide retail water and wastewater utility service only to
those areas located within the District's boundary.
